Hi Freda. 

The contracts for Alternative to Abortion terminated on February 29, 2016 and an RFP was issued. In the meantime, 
emergency contracts were signed for both current contractors (Family Values Resource Institute and Caring to Love 
Ministries) for March 1 - June 20, 2016. It was intended that the new contract(s) would be in place by July 1, 2016, 
however, the RFP had to be pulled and reissued because the department failed to notify the Board of Regents of the 
RFP. The RFP has been released again and we are working on another emergency contract to avoid a lapse in services. 

FVRI has been paid for March, April, and May invoices and a March supplement. Their June invoice was received on July 
19 th and is currently being processed. The deadline they were given of this Friday was not imposed by our staff but was 
imposed by SRM as their cutoff (Division of Administration). The invoice Ms. Thomas is upset about (my staff informed 
me of this earlier today) is an invoice that was submitted in June for a bill from February 15, 2016 (four months after the 
contract terminated). We cannot pay an invoice for a contract that has terminated. 

Dora Thomas, Program Manager over contracts is out sick this afternoon (and likely won't be in tomorrow as she was 
running fever and I sent her home!) so I will have to get additional details either when she returns or possibly tomorrow 
from the Program Consultant working with Ms. Thomas regarding the amount of funding.
